Two men have confessed to 
setting seven house fires in 
South Bay between March 2 
and 20 and one in November of 
last year. 

Chris Orlando Daniels, 21, of 
South Bay and Ralph M. Free- 
man, 22 of Belle Glade con- 
fessed to South Bay Police offi- 
cers after being questioned 
this week. 

Police Chief Danny Jones 
said it-was an intense investi- 
gation trying to find out who 
has been setting fires in the 


though no one died in the fires, 
several families in apartments 
were left homeless. ' 

“I called in all my officers 
and we spent three weeks 
checking every sexual predator 
file and criminal record," said 
the chief. 

Chief Jones says his officers 
went door to door questioning 
over 100 residents in the 
Southwest section of town. 
"Everyone was very coopera- 
tive. They wanted us to solve 
this," he said.

John Baker came to work as 
the attorney for the City of 
Belle Glade the year ‘before 
President John F, Kennedy was 
shot and killed. in Dallas in 
1963. 

He's directed the city through 
the tense times of the: Civil 
Rights movement and numer- 
ous law suits. Now, after 35 
years of keeping the city on the 
right legal track, Mr. Baker is - 
stépping down. In a resigna- 
tion letter last week, he told 
commissioners his last day will 
be March 31. 

“Somewhere down the line, 
you've just got to stop,” said 
Mr. Baker, who will be 81 in 
July. 

"It's been fun,” he told com- 
missioners Monday night, “and 
I tried my best to give-the city

A healthier life

In recent years, many people 
have become more interested in 
“natural” remedies for common 
ailments. 

Ican tell you from experience 
that mustard takes the sting 
out of a stinging insect bite. 
Just slather some'on and let it 
dry. І learned that one first- 
hand, at Girl Scout camp. The 
theory is that it draws out the 
poison. Similar remedies 
include a paste of baking soda 
and water or even mud. As a 
child, when I accidentally 
angered a nest of wasps, my 
» quick-thinking father grabbed 

ahan of mud and slathered 

it on the stings. 

Those who suba dive can tell 
you that meat tenderizer is a 
good first aid remedy for jelly- 
fish stings. 

Anyone who is prone to blad- 
der infections probably knows 

; that a daily glass of cranberry 
juice can help prevent this 
painful affliction. Something in 
the cranberry juice makes it 
harder for the bacteria to cling 
to the wall of the bladder. But it 
has to be real cranberry juice, 
not a “cocktail” or mix of cran- 
berry and other juices. Another 
preventive measure, for those 
who are prone to bladder infec- 
tions is simply to drink a lot of 
water. This keeps the bladder 
flushed out and doesn’t give the 
bacteria a chance to grow. ^^

How many times have we, as 
adults, longed to be a carefree 
infant again? Maybe if we could 
remember some of our earliest 
experiences, we may change 
our minds or at least have a lit- 
tle more understanding of our 
children. Close your eyes and 
pretend you are a baby. For the 
first six months of your life, you 
have been getting all your 
nourishment by sucking on a 
nipple, and you do it rather. 
well. Sucking is something that 
you practiced in the womb, 
could do at birth and have been 
doing every since and you like 
it, you are a natural, and life 
has been a pleasant procession 
of liquids expertly extracted, 
until today. 

Today, your mother has put 
you in an infant seat and is 
waving а silver spoon with 
enthusiasm and a big smile, 
cooing. On the spoon is a heap- 
ing mound of white goo. Mom 
seems to think this is very 
exciting. The goo.comes closer 
and closer and then plop, she 
shoves it into your mouth. Your 
mouth, eyes and everything 
you have in your body 
ys, 'Acchh! What is this?’ and 
then you gag. How are you sup- 
posed to suck that stuff? You 
spit the goo out and clamp your 
jaws shut. Feeding time is defi- 
nitely over for now. Although 
Mom might be  alarmed 
because you gagged on your 
first bite of solid food, a certain 
amount of gagging is. normal 
when a baby starts to eat. 
Eating is а learned process 
With the sucking reflex, babies 


bring their tongues to the front ^ 


of the mouth and then up 
towards the palate: They may 
take 10-20 sucks, and then take 
a big swallow. With solid foods, 
though, the tongue needs to

swing the food to the. back of 
the mouth, the opposite of what 
has been natural for six 
months. 

Learning to swallow solid 
foods is not an easy task for a 
baby. During the learning 
process, he may gag if food 
starts heading towards his air- 
way rather than towards 
stomach. "If your child is gag- 
ging a little while eating, he 
may not have reached the stage 
in his development where he's 
ready for the experience," says 
philip Colaizzo, M.D. The right 
time to introduce your child to 
solids is when he can sit up 
fairly well by himself. “Rice 
cereal is.an ideal first food 
because kids are seldom aller- 
gic to it, and it can be made 
very diluted by mixing it with 
extra milk,” says Dr. Colaizzo. 
“Your baby will have less trou- 
ble eating the cereal if the tex- 
ture is more like the liquid he is 
used to swallowing. Once your 
baby can swallow rice cereal, 
you can gradually work your 
way up to foods that are thick- 
er and have a coarser consis- 


tency.” 
At first you want to keep the 
meals small. Early solid food 


meals are for practice, not sus- 
tenance. A baby who is learning 
to eat needs just a few tea- 
spoons of food per day to prac- 
tice on. The main nutrition 
should come from breast milk 
or formula. When your child 
operis his mouth, place a pea 
sized portion of food on the 
“front of the tongue. A large 
amount of food is harder to deal 
with, and if you drop it towards 
the back of the mouth, your 
child is much more likely to 
on'it. 

Remember, each new foo 
you add over the next several 
months is a strange experience 
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of flavors and textures. Don't 
try to force the'issue if your 
baby is having trouble with a 
new food. If your child is gag- 
ging on a particular food such 
as potatoes or strained beef, 
omit the food from the diet for a 
few days, then try again using 
a slightly finer texture. “If your 
child vomits or gags at evéry 
feeding, you may be giving him 
more than he can handle," says 
Dr. Colaizzo. “In the first year 
of life, a baby can't control his 
food intake very well, so it is 
your job not to overfeed him." If 
your baby turns his head away- 
or starts closing his lips when 
the spoon comes near his 
mouth, he has had enough and « 
he is telling you he doesn't 
want any more. A baby's 
appetite will vary day to day, 
with him eating more one day 
and less the next. Although the 
gag reflex is a normal reaction 
in many situations, babies and 
children should not be gagging 
on a regular basis. If your child 


“gags repeatedly or starts to 


turn red in the face or bluish 
around the lips, see your doctor. 
In rare cáses, gagging may 
indicate a problem that 
requires medical intervention. 
As always, when in doubt, con-

“We want all of our students 
to leave high school prepared to 
go on for more education or to 
get a job,” she said.

Canal Point Elementary 
students know ‘the score’

Students at schools on the 
Florida Commissioner of Edu- 
cation’s “critical list,” are keen- 


ly aware of their school’s sta-' 


tus. They also know the tests 
they took in February and will 
take in April can take away 
that stigma. 

In Mike Hanlon's class at 
Canal Point Elementary, fourth 
graders recite a motivational 
poem ‘before discussing test 
scores. These kids know their 
school will be judged on their 
test performance. They -also 
know exactly what the test 
scores mean. 

*How did you do on the Flori- 
da Writes test?” asks the 
teacher. 

“Six!” they shout in reply, giv- 
ing the top score possible. 

With the writing test out of 
the way, the school is concen- 
trating on the upcoming Cali- 
fornia Test of Basic Skills or 
CTBS, in reading and math. 

“We live, eat and sleep 


CTBS,” said Principal. Glennie 
Davis. 

Canal Point Elementaty-con- 
centrates on reading, writing 
and math skills. But they are 
also targeting another skil! - 
test taking. 

Students are given: sample 
tests to help them prepare for 
the real thing.This helps them 
get used to the test format and 
also helps teachers identify ar- 
eas they need to work on. 

The children are also drilled 
in key words to look for in the 
tést questions. For students 
with limited reading skills, 
learning a few key words can 
make a big difference when 
taking a test, explained Princi- 
pal Davis. 

For example, “how many are 
left,” in a question tells you to 
subtract. “Total,” tells you to 
add. 

The timing of the tests also 
led the school to make changes 
in curriculum, so that students 
could learn the needed skills in 
time to take the Florida Writes 


test in February of the CTBS in 
April. 

"We're not necessarily teach- 
ing the book in sequence,” said , 
Principal Davis. “We had to re- 
vamp the way that we teach 
and the sequence that we teach 
it in.” 

“The fourth graders are very 
aware this is very important,” 
said Dr. Barbara Merony at Pi- 
oneer Park Elementary School. 
“They see how hard the teach- 
ers are working. 

“I think the children have not 
really felt the importance of it 
until this year,” she said. 

She said ón the day of the 
Florida Writes test, only two 
fourth graders were absent 
The students were anxious to 
take the test and prove how 
much they had learned, she 
said. 

Afterwards, she said, she was 
surprised to overhear the stu- 
dents discussing the test and 
what they had written 

"They enjoyed the writing," 
she said
